The letters were ordered at the meeting of 
the Manufacturers’ association yesterday. The 
meeting was attended by Captain E. P. How- 
el], president; Captain James R. Wylie, sec- 
retary; ex-Governor Bullock, Colonel Dan 
Speer, Hon. Elias Haiman, Mr. Richard 
Winship and Hon, M. F. Amorous. 

tepresentatives of both veutures were pres- 
ent. 

Immediately after President Howell called 
tlhe meeting to oider, Captain Wylie said: 

“I wantto introduce jo this body Mr. Lew 

‘ass Duff, who has been engaved with the 
xirk soap house, of Chicago, for years. Mr. 
Putf-is thinking of establishing a soap factory 
in Atlanta, and wants to comsult with us, I 
know that he understands his work.’

‘“‘Ifow are the Atlanta soap factories doing ?’’ 
aske «i Colonel! io er. 

‘They are selling all they can make,” an- 
ewered Mr. Dutt. 

‘*Now the material,’’ continued Mr. Duff, 
*‘can be had just as cheap in Atlantaas Chi- 
cago, and 1 know that the venture will pay. I 
Cab raise }20,000 or $50,000 of the stock east, 
and want the rest of 540,000 to $50,000. I do 
this because I desire to show the eastern sub- 
scribers that Atiantians have a confidence and 
are interested. I bring this matter here before 
you to see what you think so that I may go 
east with your indorsementif you think it a 
good scheme.”’

A. Robson, formerly tax collector 
ton county, is in the city. 

He came up toargue acase before the su- 
preme court in which he has a deep personal 
interest. 

In answer to questions Mr. Robson said last 
night: 

‘‘l was tax collector for Washington county 
for ten years, and during that time collected 
and tu: _— over to the state about one millions 
dollar 

“T wasa practicing lawyer in that county and 
represented hundreds of clients and handled 4 
large business. I was a member of the legis- 
lasure in 1887.”’ 

“What about your troubles?” 

“Well, in February, 1887, I had made my 
settlement as tax collector with the county of 
Washington, and expected in a day or two af- 
terward to send $2,500 or $3,000 to the state. 
The mouey was in my safe and I had counted 
out $1,009, 

Ou Monday morning I went to my office. I 
found a window open and therafe door ajar. 
In front of the safe I found a receipt which I* 
had placed in the safe with the money, torn 
half ik two. Allof the money which I had 
placed in the safe was gone. While I 
was in tears over my great 
misfortune, the oldest attorney in 
Sandersville come into the office. I told him 
that Thad been robbed. After consultation 
we decided to keep the matter secret until I 
could either sell my property or borrow the 
money to make the loss good to the state.” 

“What followed?” 

“T could not borrow the money to make the 
loss good before the-comptroller-general issued 
an execution against me in May. This let 
the matter out and I told my bondsmen that 
would turn over my property to them to secure 
them against loss. I gave them a deed to 
1900 acres of land. I also ‘turned 
over to them my horse and buggy 
and read cart besides $800 in good notes. 
They gave me their note for $2,400. My 
bondsmen paid the money to the state and 
their note for $2,400 which I held was can- 
celled,”’ 

“What happened after that?”’ 

“T thought that ended the matter, but it did 
not. The September following TU was indicted 
for embezzlement, tried in} March 1888, and 
convicted. A motion for a new trial was 
made and refused, aud my case was brought 
to the supreme court. It is proper to state 
that after I was indicted my bondsmen pe- 
titioned the judge to stop the prosecution, but 
he declined to do so. 

‘Did you ever recover any of the money? 

“Ves: after I had been indicted I ~von 
an express package from Atlanta which con- 

tained S200. In the package was a letter which 
a man named Writie C orneal had signed in 
the presence of an Atlanta butcher named 
Peacock. 

“Corneal stated in the letter that at the 
time he robbed my safe he did not know that I 
was a confederate soldier; that his pal 
did not tell him. Corneal also stated 
that he had caught the combination 6f the 
safe while he was selling stove polish 
in Sandersville. Thesafe of Captain W, C 
Matthews, of Washington county, was opened 
in exactly the same way and $35,000 was taken 

He received a letter signed by this 
same Corneal, in which jhe said that Captain 
Matthews and I had confrib ute l largely to his 
pleasure. He said alsv that he had ‘caught 
the combination to Matthews’s safe while get- 
ting money changed as a railroader, About 
two months ago the postoftice safe was blown 
open in Sandersville and robbed of $500,”’
